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Pharmacy Partnership for Long-Term Care Program 8 A

* Federal program providing end-to-end management of COVID-19
Vaccination at long-term care (LTC) facilities (including skilled nursing
facilities, assisted living facilities, and resident assisted living
facilities)

* Contractual agreement between CDC with Walgreens & CVS

* Including cold chain management, on-site vaccination, reporting
requirements, etc.

* Reduces burden on LTC facilities and state & local public health jurisdictions
for vaccination

e Vaccination of residents and staff




Pharmacy Partnership Program Activation

RECAP
» State has authority to activate Program

 CVAC recommended at 12/4 meeting what week ldaho activates

* Governor Little reaffirmed CVAC’s recommendation on 12/4

UPDATE

* Deadline to give notice for Week 2 Activation was 12/14
* |daho met this deadline, giving notice to CDC to activate Pharmacy Partnership
for LTC, beginning with Week 2 Pfizer/BionNTech allocations and vaccinating in
facilities the week of December 28th

Choice of vaccine product and activation date
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Pfizer — 12/21 (14 jurisdictions)
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Changes in Week 2 Pfizer Allocations

* Wednesday 12/16 - Nationally, reduction in Pfizer doses for Week 2

For I[daho - 17,550 doses reduced to 9,750 for week of 12/21

* Implications for Activation of Pharmacy Partnership for LTC Program
e Originally

* First week of activation - 50% of needed doses transferred from state allocation to Program
* Second week - 25% of needed doses transferred
* Third week - 25% of needed doses transferred

* Now
e 25% of needed doses transferred over four weeks

e 7,800 doses transferred from Idaho’s Pfizer allocation to Pharmacy Partnership Program
* Vaccination of LTCF staff and residents will still begin on 12/28

* Pfizer doses remaining for administration to healthcare workers - 1,950 (2 trays)
